MILKING TROUBLES 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Practically all dairy herds have a 
few cows that are hard to milk. Milk- 
ing such cows is a dreaded task, par- 
ticularly in cold weather. 

Often the trouble is that the sphinc- 
‘ter muscles that surround the duct or 
opening in the teat are abnormally 
tight, prevepting the milk from pass- 
ing out freely. Occasionally the trouble 
is duc to a stricture in the canal or a 
growth in the milk well. 

Morcing straws or mental tubes ‘bile 
‘the teat to enlarge the opening is. 
dangerous, for it usually results in an 
infected udder causing serious trouble. 

If the opening is extremely small, the 
trouble can be removed by a simple 
surgical operation. Special instruments 


are made for this work. By this minor
